Wheat Also Reaches Best 
Level of Year When 
Rush To Buy Follows 
Placing of Embargo.

NEW YORK, April 19.—(4)— 
With latest moves in Washington in- 
terpreted in Wall and La Salle Streets 
today as indicating determination to 
restore commodity prices through a 
managed dollar, stocks and staples 
boomed. 

With gold exports definitely stop-| 
ped, and the dollar declinir ; swiftly in| 
terms of other leading currencies, there 
was a rush in the New York Stock 
Exchange, in the Chicago Board of 
Trade, and other domestic markets, 


The average price level.of principal 


an extraordinary buying stampede, 
wheat futures at Chicago shot up near- 
ly 5 cents a bushel, and closed with 
net gains of around 2 cents. Cotton at 
New York gained some $2 a bale. 

In the bond market, highest grade 
issues declined, as. investors convert- 
ed their funds into speculative media 
to take advantage of rising prices. 
Other bonds, however, particularly in- 


ly strong. The turnover was close to 
$20,000,000 par value, the largest for 
any day since September, 1931. 


Sweeping Gains. 

In the share market prices register- 
ed the most sweeping advances since 
March 15, the day trading was re- 
sumed after the banking holiday, and 
the turnover exceeded 5,000,000 shares 
for the first time since September 13, 
last. It was the largest volume of trad- 
ing for a rising market since August 
8, last, and some 250 issues register- 
ed new high levels for 1933. or longer.. 
As measured by prite averages; t 
market level came close fo the peak 
of last January. Many issues ended 
the day $1 to a share higher. 

Bar silver at New York had a rise 
unprecedented in recent years of 3 1-2 
cents an ounce. Crude rubber futures 
jumped about 1-2 cent a pound in the 
largest turnover in the history of the 
New York Rubber Exchange. Similar 
advances occurred in hide and copper 
futures. Raw silk jumped 15 to 17 
cents a pound; coffee futures, between 
1-4 and 1-2 cent; the spot raw sugar 
market advanced 1-16 of a cent to 3.20 
cents a pound, the highest of the year;

President Seeks Restora- 
tion of World Gold Basis 
But on More Liberal 
Terms Than Formerly.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—(4)— 
In a day of historie financial action, 
President Roosevelt’ moved boldly 
forward tonight for controlled infla- 
tion on ‘an international scale. 

He swung the United States off the 
gold standard in world trade as an 
opening shot and tonight sanctioned 
legislation giving him broad authority 
to carry through his program to lift 
American prices, stabilize the world 
exchanges on a revised gold basis and 
expand the use of currency. 

The swiftly executed maneuvers by 


the confident president brought a tur- 
bulent reaction throughout the world. 
American stock and commodity prices 
shot upward. The dollar fell off in the 
world exchanges. Wall Street quota- 
tions on foreign currency rose spec- 
tacularly. 

Quietly pointing for his next plays 
in the complicated field of interna- 
tional finance, Mr. Roosevelt. called 
in advisers tonight to outline pro- 
cedure. 

From Capitol Hill, came a bill by 
Senator Thomas, democrat, Oklahoma, 
extending to the president authority 
to issue new currency, to modify the 
gold ratios and content of the dollar 
and to establish a dollar stabilization 
board. 

It was understood Mr. Roosevelt 
gave his sanction to the measure al- 
though further details are being work- 
ed out. 

To speed action, the proposal prob- 
ably will be submitted as an amend- 
ment tomorrow to the pending farm 
commodity bill. 

For an hour and a half tonight, the 
president went over the general pro- 
gram, including the forthcoming eco- 
nomic parleys, with Secretary Wood- 
in, Undersecretary Phillips and As- 
sistant Secretary Moley, of the state 
department; Director Douglas, of the 
budget; Chairman Pittman, of the 
senate foreign relations committee, 
- Senator Byrns, of South Caro- 
ina. 7 
Secretary Woodin, who said late 
this afternoon that issuance would be 
made: tonight of regulations. under 
which gold exports would be prohib- 
ited‘ but the shipment of ear-marked 
gold permitted, announced after the 
White House meeting, the regulations 
were not ready. The secretary did not 
indicate when they would be made 
public. 

There also was some question as to

BERLIN. April 19.—(#)—So that 
“no one will go hungry” on Chan- 
cellor Hitler’s birthday, nazi storm 
troopers will sell bouttonnieres of 
edelweiss the chancellor’s favorite 
flower, for charity tomorrow. 

Food tickets worth a mark, about 
23 cents, also will be distributed 
among the poor. 

President von Hindenburg was the 
first to felicitate Herr Hitler. whose 
forty-fourth anniversary Thursday 
will be observed with unusual cere- 
mony. 

“The Leader’—as the nazi chief- 
tain is commonly called by his en- 
thusiastic followers, will himself be in 


seclusion at his' beautiful mountain 
home near Bechtesgaden, Bavaria. 

Parades by uniformed storm troop 
detachments, and other events were 
planned in Hitler’s honor in every lit- 
tle backwoods village.

PROFIBITION LEADERS 
OPPOSE DRY CHANGE 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 19. 


‘(#)—Prohibitionists, speaking before 


the senate committee on constitutional 
amendments, today voiced their oppo- 
sition to repeal of Florida’s “bone 
dry” article 19 of the state consti- 
tution. 

They #hid they were opposed to the 
legislature submitting to the voters 
a joint question of repeal and state 
control of liquor but they added, in 
answer to direct questions from the 
committee, that they could not oppose 
submission of the repeal question 
alone to the people at the next gen- 
eral election in November, 1934. 

Should the legislature approve res- 
olutions calling for repeal of article 
19 and submit the issue to the voters 
next year, the prohibitionists warned 


that they would wage active cam- 
paigns in an effort to defeat the pro- 
posed repeal amendment. 

The senate committee had up for 
consideration the resolution introduced 
by Senator Olin G. Shivers, of Chip- 
ley. It proposed repeal of state pro- 
hibition, subject to ratification by the 
voters, and state control of liquor 
through a system of dispensaries regu- 
lated by legislativé acts. 

It would provide that all revenue 
be apportioned as follows: One fourth 
to the state’s general treasury, three- 
eighths to the counties and three- 
eighths to the cities and towns.

U.S. Rural Population 
Is Highest in History 


WASHINGTON, April .\19.—(f) 
The back-to-the-!and movement to- 
day was credited with boosting the 
American farm population by more 
than one million people during the 
past year, giving the nation its 
largest agricultural population in 
history. 

The bureau cf agricultural eco- 
nomics estimated the farm popula- 
tion on January 1 as 32,242,000, 
compared with 31,241,000 on the 
same date in 1932. 

It is the largest increase for a 
single year since 1920 and completes 
a net gain of more than 2,000,000 
people on American farms since 
1930. The previous high mark in 
estimated farm population was in 
1910 when the census bureau cred- 
ited farms with 32,076,960 people.

House Action on Ten- 
nessee Valley Bill Ex- 
pected Next Saturday. 


By WILLIAM L. BEALE. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—(4)— 
Legislation designed to fulfill Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s program for develop- 
ing the Tennessee valley emerged to- 
night from the house miliary com- 
mittee, but only after its scope was 
narrowed by many pencilled amend- 
ments. 

Government power distribution and 
fertilizer production—the most hotly 
contested provisions—remained in the 
bill of Representative Hill, democrat, 
of Alabama, which the committee ap- 
proved on a 15-to-6 ballot. 

The vote was strictly partisan, with 
all republicans present voting against 
the democratic plan for disposing of 
Muscle Shoals. They cast their votes 
in the negative even after many re- 
strictions had been added to the bill 
introduced when Mr. Roosevelt mes- 
Saged congress more than a week ago. 

Chairman McSwain said he would 
report to the house tomorrow the bill 
written by the committee in three 
days of hard work behind locked 
doors. Also he will ask the rules 
committee to prohibit all amendments 
when the measure reaches the floor. 

Action Looms Saturday, 

Democratic leaders plan. to begin 
consideration of the measure in the 
house Saturday. 

Just as the president requested, the 
approved bill would create a Tennes- 
see Valley Authority. This govern- 
ment corporation would operate the 
Muscle Shoals properties and build 
the Cove Creek dam on the Clinch 
river in Tennessee. 

Important limitations, however, 
were written into the Hill bill. Chief- 
ly, they were: 

The corporation first must try to 
lease, purchase or condemn existing 
electric transmission lines before 
building its own as originally pro- 
posed. 
| It must try to lease the Shoals ni- 
} 
| 


| trate plants and operate them only if 
_ leasing fails after an 18-month period, 
| Either the corporation or the lessee 
| must produce 10,600 tons of nitroge- 
nous plant food for the first three 
years, 

Must Show Demand. 

Except for Cove creek and Dam No. 
& at Muscle Shoals, other dams con- 
structed by the corporation on the 
Tennessee river must first show “a 
reasonable market demand” for the 
power output that would amortize 
power’s share of the dam’s investment 
in 60 years. Or— 

The corporation could proceed with 
dam construction after obtaining a 
lease to pay for it in 60 years on a 
self-liquidating basis. 

The bill still authorizes the cor- 
poration to sell $50,000,000 worth of 
bonds and appropriates $10,000,000 
out of the treasury for starting the 
project. Of the appropriation, $4.000.- 
000 is allotted to starting Cove Creek 
dam which past engineer reports have 
estimated would cost $34,000,000. 

Asked to what total expenditure the 
bill commits the government, Mc- 
Swain replied: 

“The total now contemplated is 
about $60,000,000. Of that $50,000,- 
000 would be derived from a _ bond 
issue and $10,000,000 would be appro- 
priated. For further expenditures the 
corporation must return to congress.” 


TREASURE LEGEND 
REVIVED AS GRAVE 
IN TENN. IS OPENED 


JAMESTOWN, Tenn., April 19.— 
(P)—A legend of buried treasure, 
nearly a century old, was recalled 
today as news spread in Jamestown 
and Fentress county that Sergeant 
Alvin C. York, World War veteran, 
had found the tombs of his great- 
great-grandmother, Mrs. Coonrod Pile, 
and her daughter opened and wrecked. 

Last night Sergeant York, Sheriff 
J. M. Peavyhouse and several others 
stood guard beside the opened graves 
in a cemetery near here, thinking 
grave robbers might return to search 
other burial places in the family plot 
for a quantity of silyer and a “keg 
of gold” which tradition says was 
buried by Coonrod Pile shortly before 
his death almost 100 years ago. 

The two graves, brick lined and 
formerly covered by heavy stone slabs, 
were found opened yesterday. Into 
the grave of Mary Pile, Sergeant 
York’s ancestor, had been thrown 
bricks and other debris from the grave 
of her daughter.

ute to the confusion of the people 
of other nations. | 

The accusations against the em- 
ployes of the great British engi- 
neering concern were based on al- 
leged acts not in keeping with the 
interests of their company, and on 
reports which are a routine duty of 
the foreign representatives of large 
concerns. 

Sabotage such as was charged, 
including the erection of faulty ma- 
chinery and the damaging of good 
machinery, would be of greater in- 
jury to the British engineering con- 
cern than to the soviet government, 
thus removing any real motive for 
the illegal acts with which the de- 
fendants were charged.

Forestry Camp Enrollment 
Will Open in Georgia Today 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—Armed 
with full authority to recruit some 
6,000 men from Georgia for service 
in forest camps now being constructed 
under President Roosevelt’s reforesta- 
tion program, Herman P.’De La Per- 
riere, state relief director, left Wash- 
ington tonight for Atlanta. 


Following a lengthy conference with 
labor, war and interior department 
officials last night and today, De La 
Perriere said that upon his arrival in 
Atlanta immediate steps would be 
taken to pass upon applications made 
by men between the ages of 18 and 
25 for enrollment in forest camp 
service. 

“The total number of camps to be 
allotted to Georgia will have to be 
determined by the war department,” 
he said, “but our organization al- 
ready has progressed to the point 
where I can definitely say that 6,000 
or more men and boys will be accept- 
ed for enrollment from Georgia. How- 
ever, our full quota will not be filled 
at once. After the maximum number 
have been accepted, a certain number 
of older men who have had experience 
in forest work will be enrolled for 
work in overseeing forest operations. 


“The pay will begin on the day 
they take the oath, and they will be 
paid twice a month. The war depart- 
ment wil] take charge of turning over 
to dependents $22.50 to $25 of the 
workers’ monthly salary of $30.” 


De La Perriere said that as soon 
as he arrived in Atlanta he would be- 
gin working out the quota for each 
county in the state and advised those 
who wished to enroll to file their ap- 
plications with their local county re- 
lief directors. 


Each man will enroll for a period 
of six months and before he is sent 
to a forest camp his physical fitness 
will be thoroughly tested by competent 
army officers in recruiting camps. 

Late this afternoon De La Perriere 
held a conference with officials of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
relative to obtaining a loan of ap- 


proximately $1,000,000 for some 100 
counties of Georgia which are unable 
to take care of their needy and un- 
employed. He said that he did not 
wish to discuss his loan application 
in detail, but that he was courteous- 
ly received by R. F. C. officials and 
was hopeful that Georgia would be 
given the same generous treatment 
she had received in the past. 
Rresident Roosevelt is seeking the 
co-operation of every governor in or- 
der to have forestry projects on state 
and private lands added to those to be 
undertaken in uational forests. and 
parks by the forestry conservation 


— 
obert Fechner, director of thé con- 
servation-employment program, said 
today that so far only one state execu- 
tive, Governor Pinchot, of Pennsyl- 
vania, had agreed on a program of 
projects in his state on other than 
national lands. Sites of 57 work 
camps on state lands in Pennsylvania 
have been announced. Fechner said 
the president has addressed a letter 
to the other 47 governors asking them 
to submit proposals. 

The president is considering plans 
to enter into purchasing agreements 
for state and private lands, Fechner 
said, at prices not to exceed $1.50 an 
acre. The conservation corps would 
improve these, and states would be 
given the option of repurchasing them 
at the original price plus the cost of 
betterment not to exceed a total re- 
purchase price of $3 an acre. 


Major General Edward lL. King, 
fourth army corps area commander, 
announced Wednesday that the total 
quotas of the various states of his 
area would be 38,000 men. The quotas 


are: 

Georgia, 6,000; North Carolina, 
6,500; Alabama, 5,500; Tennessee, 
5,250; Mississippi, 4,000; South Car- 
olina, 3,500, and Florida, 3,000. 

General King said that the army is 
ready to receive and give preliminary 
physical training to all applicants as 
soon as they are approved by the re- 
lief agencies.

“esonscientiously and capable advise 
you in such matters,” Judge Pomeroy 
told the jury that “it is not necessary 
for me to say to you that no indict- 
ment should be presented or voted un- 
less a criminal offense, under our law, 
is charged in its terms. An honest 
exercise of discretion or an honest 
differerice of opinion constitutes no 
ground for an indictment.” 


Judge Pomeroy told the jurors that 
they could indict for mal practice, “if 
the grounds of indictment constituted 
a breach of duty or a violation of law, 
or evil or corrupt conduct, or a crim- 
inal intent or illegal act.” 


Phil C. McDuffie, Atlanta attor- 
ney, Wednesday afternoon in a state- 
ment commenting on the charge, said 
that “Judge Pomeroy’s charge was in 
good temper; he treated the grand 
jury courteously and with proper re- 
spect. If I understand his charge he 
affirmed in substance the former 
charge of Judge Humphries on April 
14, which has been widely character- 
ized as a ‘rebuke’ to the grand jury. 
In that respect he committed error 
as the charge of Judge Humphries, 
considering it as a whole, was not 
well founded in law.” 


Specifications which the jury turn- 
ed over to Solicitor-General John A. 
Boykin “did not constitufe crimes 
against the law of Georgia,” for two 
reasons, Judge Pomeroy said. “The 
first, some of the things mentioned 
were not crimes, and anything which 
is in that order that may have been 
construed as a crime was set forth so 
vaguely, generally and indefinitely as 
to make it impossible upon which to 
draw an indictment. Indictments 
must be based upon specific facts.” 

“We want to assure you gentlemen 
that the court expects you to investi- 
gate thoroughly all improper conduct 
by any public official, whether he be 
high or low,” Judge Pomeroy said. 
“The judges’ order was not intended 
to harsh or unkind, but was in- 
tended as a statement, with direction 
by the court, of its construction and 
conception of the law, and I am sure 
that you gentlemen, after mature de- 
liberation, will so construe it and 
will so consider it.”

In his first move, the president 
adroitly put himself into a position to 
negotiate a revised world gold standard 
by withdrawing support of the Ameri- 
can dollar in foreign exchanges to com- 
bat the depreciated currencies of the 
foreign nations now off the standard. 

He has in mind bringing all nations 
back to the gold standard as a meas- 
ure of stability but he is considering 
a new standard pegs the present 
ratio of 40 per cent gold reserve for 
currency would be reduced. 

__ Common Action. 

He will insist upon common action 
by all the nations in establishing the 
new ratio which will permit more 
currency to be circulated on the same 
world supply of the precious gold basis. 

Meanwhile, the administration at- 
tacked the problem from its purely 
domestic angle. Governors of the 12 
Federal Reserve banks reported prom- 
ising outlooks to Secretary Woodin 
and then studied means of putting 
available idle currency into circulation.

RAIN MARKET 
TOUCHES NEW HIGH POINT 
CHICAGO, April 19.—(?)—The 


wheat markets performed like a 
stunting airplane today but zoomed 
upward enough to reach a price al- 
most 60 per cent above levels prevail- 
ing at the turn of the year. Then it 
leveled off somewhat lower under 
ballast of profit-taking. 

Whirled upward aimost 3 cents at 
the start by talk of inflation at Wash- 
ington, wheat gyrated madly. At one 
stage the July delivery registered a 
maximum gain of 5 cents a bushel, 
«Ning at a peak of 68 7-8 cents. 

The September delivery rose to 70 
cents a bushel, highest price paid here 
for wheat futures since 1931. 

Wheat finally closed 13-4 to 21-2 
cents a bushel above yesterday’s final 
quotations, with May at 651-8 cents 
a bushel. Corn was 1-2 to 11-8 
cents a bushel higher than yesterday. 

In the cash market a carload of 
No. 2 red wheat, greatly esteemed for 
flour, sold at 691-4 cents a bushel, a 
price which has not been equaled in 
a year and a half. 

A sharp drop in the foreign value 
of the American dollar coupled with 
virtual promise of controlled inflation 
brought a stampede of buying into the 
grain pits. 

The rush to buy was greater than 
that on the days following the lifting 
of the national hank holiday. 

The skyward course of wheat 
values pulled other grains along, a!- 
though gains were not as large and 
so spectacular as in 
wheat. 

The British embargo on imports of 
Russian grains did not affect wheat 
prices ix the English grain market.

STATE-WIDE CONTROL 
OVER SCHOOLS URGED 


Ware Superintendent Advo- 
cates Complete Reorgan- 
ization of System. 


WAYCROSS, Ga., April 19.—‘“It 
would seem in the light of the past 
history of the schools of Georgia, that 
our greatest need is an entire reor- 
ganization of our state schools that 
would set up a statewide system hav- 
ing control over the polieies and regu- 
lations necessary to enforce the state- 
wide cede and to equalize education- 


al opportunites throughout the state,” 


declared Ralph Newton, superintend- 
ent of the Waycross public schools, 
who this week will attend the meet- 
ing of the Georgia Education Asso- 
ciation in Savannah, and who will 
appear on the program as one of the 
principal speakers. ' 

In a review of the history of the 
public school system in Georgia, Mr. 
Newton pointed out that the schools 
of Georgia have been in “a bad way” 
since the constitution was adopted in 
1777. 

Mr. Newton outlined the steps that 
have been made in educational prog- 
ress in the state, but insists that “it 
still leaves the most money for schools 
in those places most able to educate 
their children, and denies to the poor- 
er sections the advantages that they 
should have.” 

In proposing a reorganization of the 
school system, he says: 

“It will be necessary to provide 
more money for schools than we have 
ever given through the state treas- 
ury and this additional support can 
come only through a reorganization of 
our antiquated tax sgystem. To set 
up a statewide system under a state 
board of education with adequate au- 
thority will avail little unless suf- 
ficient money is raised and appropri- 
ated to carry the laws into effect, but 
such a system, if properly supported, 
would guarantee to every community 
a school term of uniform length, 
teachers of high qualifications, mini- 
mum salaries for work done, and uni- 
form administration that would fol- 
low the money given in order to see 
that it is wisely spent for the pur- 
poses for which it is appropriated.”

Academic Freedom at University 


Imperiled By Fear of “Shake-U- ’ 


By DAN MAGILL. 
ATHENS, Ga., April 19.—Aca- 
demic freedom is hanging in the bal- 
ance at the University of Georgia as 
the board of regents pushes on With 
its reorganization program, accord- 
ing to results of a survey of opinion 
both in and out of the faculty. 


The . consensus of opinion, as 
brought out by the survey, indicates 
that the teaching staff, facing reduc- 
tions in salary and personnel, and not 
knowing just whose head is coming 
off next month, is moving circumspect- 
ly and cautiously. 

The board, neither by official ac- 
tion, nor by statement, has indicated 
that it will frown upon the exercise 
of freedom of teaching or expression 
of opinion, but the effect of its radical 
revision of the university system has 
just about killed, momentarily at 
least, any urge upon the part of the 
faculty to carry on any independent 
work in the*field of political and 
social science and economics. This 
fear, or timidity, seems not to be as 
pronounced in the physical science de- 
partments as in the political science, 
social science and economics ranks. 

The University of Georgia, observ- 
ers point out, has in recent years, 
with the help of an articulate group 
of liberal-minded alumni, permitted 
freer expression of opinion than was 
permitted a decade or so ago. 

In the last three or four years vari- 
ous members of the faculty have made 
independent studies in the field of 
social and political science and in 
economies, and have published their 
findings. Naturally, the facts revealed 
by the investigators and their conclu- 
sions did not.meet with favor in cer- 
tain circles, particularly wherever the 
results were inimical to particular 
business interests. This kind of work 
on the part of the university has been 
less than at North Carolina and some 
other institutions, but jt has grown in 
volume of late, and more and more 
interest has beem shown on the part 
of younger professors in carrying it 
forward. 

One of the first public expressions 
of Chancellor C. M. Snelling was the 
need for the. univegsity not only to 
teach the courses of study prescribed 
in the curricula, but to use its fa- 
cilities to serve the state in the realm 
of government, agriculture, social 
sciences and economics. Other univer- 
sities have made lasting ¢ontributions 
to their states in that line of endeay- 
or. It is pointed out that President 
Roosevelt is being aided by such men 
as Professor Raymond Moley, of Co- 
lumbia, and others of the academic 
world, in mapping out his program for 
the nation’s economic recovery. 

No one believes that the board of 
regents, as a whole, wants to destroy 
whatever gains have been made by 
the University of Georgia in creating 


ban atmosphere wherein the various 
sciences can develop, but whether that 


is the board’s intention or noty the 
fact is the faculty, except those who 
know “where they stand,” is in the 
grip of fear. 

It is a known fact that several 
members of the faculty have refused 
opportunities to give public addresses 
on topics that might prove contro- 
versial. Observers, both in and out 
of the university faculty, say that the 


beard of regents is no different from 
the trustee system as regards foster- 
ing @ permitting freedom for all kinds 
of research work. It so happens, 
however, that under the bombard- 
ment of alumni groups, as well as 
by Chancellor Snelling’s emphasis on 
the need for research, a free atmos- 
phere has grown at the university in 
recent years. under the trustee sys- 
tem, as well as under the _ twelve 
months of the regency. But today it 
does not exist in the minds of the fae- 
ulty and those in best positien to 
know feel that circumstances and oc- 
currences of the last few months, cul- 
minating in the board’s wholesale 
changes last week, have temporarily, 
at least, removed this free atmos- 
phere.

(Editor’s Note—Ray Miller, the first southern college boy to ever com- 
pete in a national marathon race, represented Georgia Tech yesterday in 
the famous Boston marathon with the greatest field in all marathon his- 
tory entered. Miller finished 33d in a field of 198 and was a place winner, 
receiving’a medal.

(Georgia Tech Marathon Runner.) 
BOSTON, Mass., April 19.—We broke away from the starting point 
at high noon today as the starter’s gun sounded to loose us on the be- 
ginning of the 37th annual Boston A. A. marathon, the most famous one 


in the world. 


THere were 198 of us at the start, all candidates for the title of fin- 


isher and winner.

WIND HELPS. 

The wind, which was scattering 
showers, apparently helped us rather 
than hindered, because by the time 
we reached Framingham, I, as well 
as those in front of me, was a few 
seconds ahead of the record. Thou- 
sands were grouped here, applauding 
us as we went by. 

At Natlick I was well up in front 
with the favorite, Sammy Pawson. 
(Pawson won). We were all given 
a cheer by the beautiful young girls 
at Wellesley as we ran along on the 
downhill course to Wellesley Hills. I 
was trotting up well along with the 
leaders. I was confident then of fin- 
ishing at least third. 

At Newton Hills I passed five run- 
ners and was feeling fine because of 
the downhill run at Wellesley. But 
just then came more bills and a stitch 
in my side. Within a short while I 
thought I would have to stop, the pain 
was so severe. [ dropped back to 20th 
place and thought I'd have to quit. 
However, I got up nerve enough to 
go on. I was determined to finish. 
A few miles on the stitch began to 
leave me and I resumed my old gait, 
but a bit slower.

Getting the Tee Shots | 


Mr. James T. Hunter, of North 
Adams, Mass., reminds me that in 
my recent book I drew a comparison 
between the games of golf and Bridge, 
stating that in Bridge we omit the 
tee shots and that there is no driving 
—only approaching and putting. Mr. 
Hunter says that his ne oe a golf- 
er is irrelevant, but as a Bridger, he 
is probably a 32-handicap player— 
just a “duffer.” He continues that 
most “dubs” at golf are good putters, 
and all golfers know that “the cash 
rattles in the cun,” and that one does 


.|not “pay off on the tee shots.” Start- 


ing from this point, he ponders on 
why one should waste an Approach 
(a shot) in bidding a Bridge hand 
any, more than at golf, and then adds 
that it is best to “pitch boldly for the 
pin and hole out, if possible.” 

Mr. Hunter’s quarrel is with the 
Approach principle in bidding. He 
goes on to cite where partner had bid 
one heart, and the Responding Hand, 
after a pass by the adversary, looks 
at these cards: 

Spades 

earts 
Diamonds 2 
Clubs AK64 

He inquires as to what should be 
bid with this hand, observing that it 
contains 3 1-2 honor-tricks, sufficient 
to make a Forcing Takeout, but 
spades are only four cards in length 
and that the distribution 4-4-3-2 sug- 
gests no-trump. possible ‘birdie’ 
3,” he remarks, “but watch out for 
that bid diamond sand trap.” He then 
advises to play from the “sure par 
4”——in other words, make a bid of 
four hearts, 

Mr. Hunter thinks that possibly 
this bid is too simple to bother with, 
but testily observes that the shifting 
and jumping around like a flea on a 
hot griddle is a stumper for him. 
“With the game in sight,” he says, 
“why not forget the Approach—just 
force—‘lay into one’—‘stick it up to 
the pin,’ and go down in one putt?” 

I am very happy to answer Mr. 
Hunter’s observatien, for, peculiarly 
enough, the same mail which brought 
his plaint brought also the hand be- 
low, with the Opening bid of. one 
heart and the same cards in the Re-: 
sponding Hand which he suggests. 
The question submitted with the hand 
was: What should be the proper bid- 
ding? By answering this question I 
also disclose the superiority of the 
Approach over the drive in Bridge, 
regardless of what it may be in golf.

the thing, and North already 
knows that the combined hands 
will produce it. He does not know 
whether the game is available in 
hearts, spades or notrump or, per- 
chance, even clubs. Hence this 
Approach bid with a slight sug- 
gestion of a drive. 

3—Disclosing one sure 
game. 

4—Perhaps Mr. Hunter would call 
this “jumping around like a flea 
on a hot. griddle,” but actually it 
is a very constructive bid. 

5—Assuring partner that there is an- 
other safe line to game. 

6—A very strong Slam suggestion. 
North has bid two suits and now 
shows adequate suport for part- 
ner’s Opening bid. What could be 
clearer? 

7—South’s hand is little more than 
a minimum. The only justification 
for the bidding he has done is in 
the fit which has been discovered 
by the series of Approach bids, 
some of them, it is true, accentu- 
ated ones. 

8—South’s responses to North’s series 
of bids have been very revealing. 
Apparently, he has a 4-4-4-1 distri- 
bution, and there should be, if 
South can support both clubs and 
spades, not more than one loser 
in the hand. 

This, as a matter of fact, works 
out to be the case. North loses a dia- 
mond trick, but the rest are his. 

Had the player holding these cards 
followed the views of Mr. Hunter as 
to the proper bidding, it is true he 
would have scored a game with an 
overtrick, provided he played it with 
absolute accuracy, but he would have 
lost the thrill of bidding and making 
a Slam, and would have found out, 
if he were of an analytical turn of 
mind, that he had chosen the wrong 
contract rather than the right one. 
It is the basis of the Approach prin- 
ciple to find out, by a series of bids 
below the game level, in what contract 
the hand should be played. It is for 
that reason that we approach on the 
great majority of hands, and respond 
with Approach bids rather than make 
blind leaps into contracts that may 
perhaps be unmakable through our 
failure to determine honor strength 
and distribution.

Charms Audience of Music-Lovers 


Atlanta music-lovers had one of 
their fondest dreams come true Wed- 
nesday night when Lily Pons, the sen- 
sational coloratura soprano of the 
Metropolitan Opera Company, made 
a personal appearance in concert at 
the city auditorium, singing for the 
first time. to an Atlanta audience, and 
making a fitting climax to the season 
of the All-Star Concert Series under 


the management of Marvin McDonald. 

Gowned in a modish shimmering 
white satin evening dress, carrying a 
huge green chiffon handkerchief, her 
petite brunet beauty and her capti- 
vating stage presence won her audi- 
ence before a single tone was emitted 
from her delicate throat. But, al- 
though her charm enhanced the joy 
of the evening, her voice needs no aid 
in enchanting, so vibrant, so heart- 
gripping, so pure, so true is its qual- 
ity. Unike many coloratura sopranos, 
there is a warmth and a richness to 
her voice that stirs thé listener, and 


even in the most difficult passages ‘of 


coloratura technique there is never 
any trace of harshness or coldness. 
With a seemingly unlimited range, 
her voice possesses also unlimited 
agility and flexibleness, and her amaz- 
ing vocal contrel together with her 
musicianship and innate artistry made 
a combination with her voeal gift that 
left nothing to be desired. 
Miss Pons’ voice is one of unusual 
versatility. At times, when singing 
with flute accompaniment, the quality 
of her voice so nearly resembled the 
flute that it required discriminating 
listening to distinguish. At other 
times the bird-like clarity was almost 
phenomenal, and still ether songs of

tonal beauty. 

“The Mad Scene,” from “Lucia di 
Lammermoor,” Donizetti, closed the 
program with a_ brilliant flourish, 
ending with a high F sung with full 
tone. Many encores were demanded 
throughout the program, among them 
“The Music Box,” Liadow; “Taran- 
telle,’ Panofka; “Papillons,’ Cam- 
pra, and “Cabaletta,’ also from 
“Tueia di Lammermoor.” 

Mr. Bove contributed a group of 
flute solos to the program, win- 
ning loud acclaim for his perform- 
ance, and Giuseppe Bamboschek gave 
flawless piano accompaniments for 
the entire program.
